Debate on this 
measure was permitted 
to continue 
until a late hour 
The rule was rot 
invoked in that case for fear that fur 
flier hostility would 1 0 aroused among 
the opponents of the two battleship 
provisions, thus endangering the pas­ 
sage of the mea sure 
Those who are 
fighting the authorization for two bat 
tleships insisted that time should be 
allowed for debate on them as well as 
upon other provisions of the bill.
